"Legitime accepted terms offered. 
Embarked Thursday afternoon on board 
French corvette. Not known where 
will go. Hyppolite forces occupy to^^n

morning. Fear 
riot. Have 
notified diplomatic corps. I will do all 
I can to prevent a riot. French and 
English captains will act under my or- 
ders. Very important that a new min- 
ister be sent immediately. " 


The United States ship Galena, now 
in New York, is under ordei-s to sail for 
Hayti and she will depai-t to-morrow. 
Minister Frederick Douglass, who has 
been waiting for a definite turn in Hay- 
tian affairs, will be instructed by the 
state department and he will probably 
leave New York by an early mail 
steamer. 


BALTIMOKE, Md., Aug. 24.—A cable- 
gram from Port-au-Prince to the Sun 
says: 
"Legitime abdicated Thursday 
and embarked on'a French gun boat. 
Temporary government has been form- 
ed. The northern, or Hippolyte's, 
army was to enter Port-au-Prince yes- 
terday (Friday).

"If you could get a 
fish," 
says Professor Goode, to a Washington 
Post reporter, 
put him in a trough 


of water 1,000 feet long and start him at 
one end and make him swim to the 
I other without stopping, the information 
I could be easily obtained, but fish are 
i unintelligent and they won't do this. 
Estimates of the speed of fish conse- 
quently are only approximated, 
and 
more or less founded on guessing. 
You 
can teil, however, at a glance whether

fish looks trim and pointed, like a 
yacht. 
Its head is conical shaped, and 
its fins fit down close to its body, like a 
knife-blade to its handle. 
Fish with 
large heads, bigger than their bodies, 
and with short, stubbj' fins are, of 
course, built for slow motion." 


"What are the fastest fishes?" 
"The pi-edatoiy fish, those which live 
on prey, are the fastest swimmers. The 
food fishes are generally among the 
slowest and 
are consequently easily 
.captured. 
Their loss is recompensed, 
however, by the natural law which 
makes them very prolific in reproduc- 
tion. 
Dolphins h a ^ 'been known to 
swim around an oc^an steamer, and it 
is quite safe to say that their speed is 
twenty miles an hour, but it maybe 
t^vice as niuch. 
The bonito is a fast 
swimming fish. Jiist what its speed is 
,I do not know. 
The head of the goose 
fish is very large—twenty times as big 
as its. body. 
It moves about very little, 
and swims about at the bottom of the 
ocean. 
The Spanish mackerel is one of 
the fastest of the food fishes. Its body 
is cone-shaped and as smooth as bur- 
nished metal.

less as the dolphin^» ,and in motion it 
cuts the water lite a yacht."

HUNTING BIG HORNS. 


6 B E A T SPO&T ON THE SNOW- 
^ V S B E D MOUNTAINS OF 
IDAHO. 


How Wild Sheep and Goata Are Fol- 
lowed on the Dizzy Crags—A Won- 
derful Long-Distance Shot. 


"What kind of sport do I enjoy best? 
Well, outside of hunting for grizzly or 
i 
)olar bears, or buffaloes, when you have 
ots of them to kill, there is no more ex- 
hilarating sport now to be had than go- 
ing after wild sheep and goats," said 
William Kennedy, of Leesburg, Idaho, 
to a San Francisco Examiner reporter. 


"The heights 
of the Bitter Eoot 
Mountains are now covered with snow, 
and there are plenty of big horn and 
white wild goats up there. 
Every win- 
ter we go up there and have a himt. 
It 
is no trouble to get this kind of game, 
especially the goats. 
The big horn are 
a little harder to get and require more 
skill. 


"These are the things you read about 
in your early school-books, that, like 
the chamois, leap from lofty heights 
and h'ght on their heads, not damaged 
in the least, by reason of the great 
horns they have. 
These mountain 
sheep weigh from 300 to 350 pounds 
each. 
They are strong, stalwart fel- 
'lows, and well muscled, and their necks, 
though long, are carried well up over 
their forelegs, so that the perpendicular 
from their ponderous horns is well pre- 
served. 
The horns themselves, with the 
head, weigh from 50 to 75 pounds. The 
female is smaller than the male, and 
has smaller horns, resembling those of 
the goat. 
This is the animal known by 
naturalists as the orcü monta/m, and it 
is only found in the Bitter Root Moun- 
tains, in Bearshed County, Mont., and 
in the same range of mountains over in 
Idaho. 


"Last winter I shot and killed ten of 
these big homs. 
They are splendid 
eating, tasting something like venison. 
We ascend the Black Fork of the Sal- 
mon Eiver and it is right on the very

big horn and the mountain goats so 
numerous. 


"The goat is the avolceros montanus 
zoology. 
It has jet-black, 
polished, 
slender horns, much like the chamois, 
and is clothed with long, white hair. 
It has also a tolerably long, bushy white 
tail and beard. 
These goats are exceed- 
ingly active and if they see the hunter 
before he sees them they Avill elude him, 
and it is pretty nearly impossible to 
find them. 
Being white, they are hard 
to see in the snow, and the only way to 
do is to keep a keen watch out for their 
homs. 
They i-oam in bauds of from 
ten to twenty, while not often more than 
three of the sheep are found together. 
The goat meat is very much like mut- 
ton. 


"I am an old resident of Leesburg, 
which is just up from the Gibbon Val- 
ley. 
For years pa^t whenever the snow 
gets very deep in the Bitter Eoot Moun- 
tains, the big horn sheep and goats 
come down to feed. 
It is at such times 
that Ave have made our biggest hauls. 
Going after them in the mountains one 
is obliged to wear snowshoes. 
We usu- 
ally take two kinds—the web-foot ones 
in going up and the Norwegian, or long- 
runner shoes in coming down. 
The 
only way to kill this kind of game is to 
watch your chance. 
Hounds are of no 
avail. You can't bring anything to your 
assistance, but must depend alone on i 
yom- individual skill. 
A light step, "" ' 
keen eye and as good a long-range riiie 
as can be had are the essentials. 


"I went hunting for goats and sheep 
the last of October. 
Far up on a crag 
on the side of old Mount Williams I saw 
what appeared to be a little white speck, 
covered by two straight, short lines of 
black. 
I knew it was a goat, but he was 
so far away on his dizzy eyrrie in the 
sky that I was afraid I would miss him. 
I had a magnificent 38-calibre Henry 
rifle, however, and I took as careful aim 
as possible. The two dark line.s, follow- 
ed by a fleecy body, which shoAved 
against a blue cloud, turned a double 
somersault, it .seemed, fifty feet out 
from the 
crag, and shot doAvn into 
the 
gorge 
almost 
one 
thousand 
feet beloAv. 
I 
had 
a 
Avearisome 
trip getting doAvii into the canyon. 
I had to dodge fallen trees and rocks and 
aA'oid deep ravines, but finally I got 
there, and he Avas as dead as a mackerel. 
I had made a centre shot, and taken him 
through the heart. I got four goats that 
trip, all of them very fine ones. 
John 
liincaid and Tom Wilson, of Salmon 
City, who Avere with me, also got five or 
six goats and three mountain sheep. 
We could not begin to pack the meat 
doAvn, of course, so Ave merely took the 
hams and other choice parts, besides 
the skins. 


"Both the big horn and goat skins 
make very fine robes. 
They are used in 
that part of Idaho a gi-eat deal. 
Spread 
on the floor they make a room exceed- 
ingly warm and comforiable. 


"A number of English 
sportsmen 
haA'e come in over the Northern Pacific 
Koad and spent a good deal of time in 
the Bitter Boot Mountains during the 
past two or three winters. 
They have 
killed a great deal of game, but there is 
plenty of it there yet. 
The' biggest 
wild animal there is the elk. 
The elk 
we have Up there are as large as oxen. 
Aside from these in the Saskatchewan 
country, they have no peers on the con- 
tinent. 
As to small game, like timber 
wolve^ coyotes, foxes, beaver and sable, 
the mountain regions of Idaho aire 
pretty well filled. The countiy is not 
settling up fast enough in such locali- 
ties as to make the giime timid.- 


"There are many men in the Bitter 
Root and Sawtooth 
Mountains who 
make hunting and trapping a business, 
and they make good money out of it. 
They market their meat and skins at 
Halley and Ketchum principally, but 
spend most of the winter in the wild 
regions of the mountains, where they 
have erected cabins, and are well situ- 
ated for a long camping."

The Oldest Summer Hesort. 


Few of the tiiousands AVIIO enjoy the 
rest or excitement of the great American 
summer resorts are aAvare that up among 
the Jersey mountains, near Schooley's 
Mountain, is the oldest "resort" of all. 
The old Heath House, built in 1793, is 
one of the first establishments of its 
kind erected in the country. 
General 
Washington slept in it A\hile President, 
and his room is just as he left it, all of 
the old furniture and fixtures liaA-ing 
been jealously guarded by the several 
proprietors. 
In the early years of the 
present century Saratoga was the only 
rival of Schooley's Irlountiiin, and the 
two resorts vied with each other in point 
of excitement and entertainment. Each 
boasted of its si^rings, and each at- 
tracted the best people of America, but 
"the mountain," as it Avas commonly 
called, Avas nearer the great cities, and 
the stages from Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and New York Cixrried more passengers 
through the German Valley and up the 
beautiful ravine of Schooley's Creek than 
cA'er journeyed to Saratoga. 


For seventy years the old place led 
the Avatering places of the country, but 
although it is still healthful, beautiful 
and lively, it has been comparativaly lost 
in the growth of great resorts in every 
comer of the country. 
The original 
Heath House, now called the Alpha, is 
still standing, besides other 
"Heath 
Houses," each a generation or so younger 
than its neighbor. 
The present hotel 
Avas built forty years ago. 


Schooley's Mountain is a broad plateau 
twelve hundred feet above the sea level, 
and overlooking the valley of the Mus- 
conetcong on the north and the German 
Valley on the south. 
Its iron springs, 
for which it has always been famous, 
ai'e on the side "of the mountain from 
Hackettstown. 
The Chalybeate Spring 
is the largest. 
A beautifal summer 
house suiTounds and covers it. 
The 
waters are peculiarly healthful, a fact 
discovered by the Nariticong Indians 
long before the builders of the Heath 
House were bom.—[New York Times.

In the first 
place, Paris is no 
provincial 
t o w n 
herself. In the sec- 
ond place, she has 
t h e advantage of 
p a s t 
experience, 
and a Frenchman 
is never too old to 
learn. That is what 
I like about t h e 
French and Ameri- 
can people gener- 
,ally. 
They are re- 
!ceptive and ready 
'to know the best 
methods of doing thèse things generally. 
I hope that America will adopt the Parisian 
style of street and that Paris will loolc fa- 
vorably on our Yankee mntrons. 


I referred before to the fact that the 
French girls are pretty, according to my 
judgment, but the middle-aged, elderly 
women do not equal those of America. 
Here the beauty of twenty is not followed 
by the well-retained good looks and gentle 
dignity of forty, it seems to me. The 
American girl is equaled by none, but the 
American matron, without doubt, holds 
the age. as one might say. on the rest of 
the universe, and gets good-looking as the 
frosts come, like a maple tree in the au- 
tumn. 


As I write this my feet are sore from the 
weary rharch over tne great exhibition, and 
yet I have not seen a fraction of it. A 
bright young American correspondent told 
me on my arrival to visit as a peculiar feat- 
ure the concert and dance of the Algerians.

dance of Algeria. Tho hurdy gurdy of the 
trai smission country and the can-can of 
the continent are not kneo high to this 
great exhibit. It is barbaric. It is heathen- 
ish. It is imique. If a New York man 
with money will take the troupe over to 
Auierica, he will make more money than 
anybody, 
'ihere are about twenty people 
on the programme, including the orchestra. 
They are all shaces of color, from the char- 
C'>al to the olive tinted dancers, and the 
ilgures they cut would attract attention and 
etartle the eye of the entire Union. 
With 
good advertising and lithographs. th»'5 
would make much money and offset the 
continued success of Bufl'alo Bill. 


The orchestra does not play so well as 
Mr. Seidl or Patsey Gilmore. for the range 
is small and the instruments are exceed- 
ingly tough. 
The middle man is an old po- 
lygamous Algerian, who'also plays a preen 
corn-stalk ilddle. On his lelt is a corpulent 
woman, of say forty-five, with black mane, 
who warbles like a woodpecker. A colored 
man plays the bass drum, and some more 
odlored people play on anything they can 
get a hold of that will make a noise. A 
small girl, in her stocking feet, then pro- 
ceeds to dance. She is lollowed by a girl 
of thirteen or fourteen, who dances a sword 
dance, interspersed with barbaric yells by 
the company. 
Then a very pretty girl, with 
small hands and feet, in Turkish trousers, 
dances a colic dance, Avhich meets Avith 
much applause. It is different from any- 
thing I have ever seen at the Patriarchs' 
balls in New York. 
She is attired in a cool 
white costume of mosquito netting and a 
Marseilles quilt, Avhich she lays aside when 
she beeins. She also v,-ears gold anklets 
when the weather is cool, and a silk scarf 
in each hand as she proceeds with the 
dance, allowing joy to be entirely uncon- 
fined. 
She is of full habit, and her corset 
bill is very small. 
She wears what would 
be called a health costume, and when she 
dances she does so with great vigor. Sev- 
eral people from America went away while 
she danced, but a Frenchman and I re- 
mained. 
I stayed because as a newspa- 
per reporter I have become accustomed to 
sights which would shock otner people, and 
the Frenchman remained because he was a 
Frenchman. 


I hardly know how to describe the dance 
in such a way as to get the account printed, 
but it had a certain element of voluptuous 
cucumber regret about it which I shall 
neVcjr expect to see again. I never have 
seen the human form jostled about so 
heartlessly. 
The girl was as pretty as a 
poem by Lord Byron or the heroine of 
"Lalla Rookh," but the style of the dance 
itself made me blush more than I have for 
years. In the midst of antics she looked at 
me askance. 
There ought to be some way 
to put a stop to thi^". An international ex- 
hibition ought to bo something to point to

M. Eiifel. who d e s i r e d this great work, 
looks some as General Grant did at forty- 
eight years ot age.

The structure is painted red. The artist 
who painted the Eiffel Tower red Will no 
doubt fill a drunkard's grave. 


There is a constant roar pervading the 
structure, caused by the rising and falling 
of the lifts, as they are called. They are 
really large cars with a capacity of lOü peo- 
ple each. 
These are the lifts to the first 
platform, and are of two varieties, viz.. the 
Otis system, which is used in the northern 
and southern limbs, and the Boux and 
Combaluzier systems, which are in the 
eastern and western limbs. 
They do not 
work perpendicularly, but are" inclined 
planes, two cars at a pop, and they make a 
noise like the elevated trains. I should have 
said that the cars are not of the same size 
in the styles of lilts, the Otis carrying fifty 
people each, while the others can carry 20J 
each, if the tiucRing doesn't break 


The large cars go up at the rate of one 
metre per second. 
Y'ou can come down in 
shorter meter than that if the tail gate ol 
the car falls out. 
One meter per second is 
equal to 200 feet per minute, so a man told 
me to-day. 


The first platform is occupied by four 
large restaurants; a Russian 
restaurant 
faces Paris, a Flem- 
ish restaurant faces 
the Trocadero,onthe 
Exhibition side is a 
French restaurant of 
the 
time of Louis 
XIV.. and on the oth- 
er side is an English 
restaurant and a n 
Anglo-American bar. 
The American drink 
comes high, but it 
arrives at its destina- 
tion just the same. 
Bock beer is rapidly 
retailed all over the 
Exposition grounds, 
and kiln-dried pretzel, with its tail in its 
mouth. Yoo can get a good glass of beer 
for thirty centimes, or say six cents ol 
American money. At first you will foolish- 
ly try to drink the water of Paris. 
Then 
you wiil be sick a week or so. and will have 
more sense. The wat r of Paris has not 
improved with age as it should. It has not 
made such strides as it might have made 
with the opportunities it has had. 


The city is now very much crowded. It 
(lid not seem so when I first came, but after 
I had arrivea and I could not conceal my 
identity any longer people began to flock to 
Paris in hxigo numbers. 
iSnecial trains 
came from Trash and Point Isabel. Sab- 
bath-school excursions came in from Jasper 
and Pokeberry Center, Europe, and the 
Tower put on a gala appearance which 
made the display at'the Grand Prix early in 
the summer pale into insignificance. Eooms 
are very high indeed. I know that mine is. 
It seem's especially so at a late hour when 
I climb up to it, and yet I am very fortunate. 
The locat:on is excellent, the table uu-x- 
ceptionable, and the people charming. But 
those who come for a shore time cannot 
now expect such good luck. By the time 
this is in print the city will be so full that it 
will have to bo taken to the station house. 


Speaking of hours for returning to one's 
lodgingii, I know that I hurt myself at the 
hotel where I first stopped by getting in 
the first evening at 10:30 o'clock. The con- 
cierge was a violet-eyed French girl. She 
gave mo the key and the one-franc caudle 
with which I intensified the gloom of my 
P width boy's sii:e room. 
She looked at m'e 
reproachfully. She was pained to see a 
man with such a noble mien and such a 
scope of brow go to bed at 10:S0 at night. 
She mentioned it in pure English to me 
and I i-ould see that I had lost a good 
friend. I could only promise her that if 
should not occur again. I did so. and now 
whenever I am tempted to retire early ] 
cau see those blue reproachful eyes again, 
and my sol'emn promise made to that sim- 
ple, gentle girl while the hot candle grease 
ran down over my arm comes back to me, 
and I smother the wish and scorn the 
temptation. 


I will now pause in my literary career to 
go and get shaved again. What I like about 
the French barber is this: if you do not

HE Hon. John L. Stilli- 
van, editor and prize- 
fighter, lias carried away 
the bull once more. A 
great deal of anxiety 
and entliusiasm among 
the sporting fraternity 
has passed away to stay 
until the next slugging 
match is on the tapis, 
when all our prominent 
sports will be on deck 
again. The public will 
then feast for a season 
on news about the great 
prize-fight, to the exclusion of more im- 
portant matters. Mr. Sullivan is the vic- 
tor. 
He has vanquished a presumptu- 
ous and aspiring tighter, and the world 
has started on its course again. The 
man in the moon no longer wears 
that expression of suspense on his rubi- 
cund face. 
Those who scorn to read 
the glowing, sparkling, and gushing 
details of a prize-fight which is servec' 
up on the first page, can amuse them- 
selves with the caustic criticisms which 
our thoughtful editor has written foi 
their special benefit. 
Those who read

To say that prize-fighting is a brutal 
practice would be superfluous, as any

The collecting of the autographs of 
famous personages has employed the 
idle moments of thousands, and nearly 
every one who has inherited or won dis- 
tinction has been so numerously called 
upon for the bestowal of his or her signa- 
ture that patience is often quite ex- 
hausted. 


But he that will use persistent effort 
may acheive many autographs and har- 
vest a big crop of maledictions at the 
same time. 
Some distinguished people 
are so free to furnish their autographs 
that they are therefore said to keep a 
stock on hand. 
Others are very chary 
in their favors, while not a few posi- 
tively refuse all demands, but are not 
weak enough to say so over, their own 
signature. 
They 
simply 
preserve 
silence. 


One of the most complete collections 
of autographs of celebrated persons own- 
ed in the west is that of Charles W, 
Nestel of this city, professionally known 
as Commodore Foote. He has been a 
score of years in collecting them, his 
wide acquaintance and extended travel 
affording him opportunities quite un- 
usual. 


He has over five hundred of them, 
enough to fill several large books, and 
they 
represent 
celebrities of many 
lands. 
Many of them were obtained by 
personal solicitation, many others by 
letters, and in a few cases he has clever- 
ly outwitted people who had refused his 
request by cutting their signatures from 
bank checks, hotel registers, private let- 
ters, etc. 
His methods seem to have 
been quite incontrovertible. 


Book No. 1 opens with the autograph 
of Victoria, and a fine photograph of 
England's Queen appears on the same 
page. 
The writing is fine but the let- 
ters are large, the V toppling over the 
rest of the word which is underscored 
by a final scratch of the royal pen. A 
close, interwoven signature of chubby 
black letters is not so plain but that W. 
E. Gladstone is made out at once. The 
handwriting of his great political rival 
Salisbury is clearly, even neatly written. 
Bandolph 
Churchill's 
autograph is 
dainty as a lady's, while Michael Dav- 
itt's signature displays the bold nature 
of the great Irish leader. 


Of the celebrated Americans the best 
known and often the commonest are the 
autographs of U. S. Grant, Chester A. 
Arthur, R. B. Hayes, W. T. Sherman, 
P. H. Sheridan, and Horace Greeley. 
On the same page are shown the micro- 
scopic signature of Grover Cleveland 
and Frances Cleveland. John A. Logan 
had a strong, manly way of indicting his 
name. F. E. Spinner furnishes an ex- 
act fac-simile of his engi-aved signature 
to the old U. S. treasury notes. Gen- 
eral W. S. Hancock wrote a dashing 
hand like that of a recent graduate of a 
commercial college. 
Rosecrans' signa- 
ture is cramped, Schofield's and Mc- 
Clellan's are easily legible but without 
particular character. Oglesby, Foraker, 
Cullom, Hill, and "Blue Jeans" Wil- 
liams furnish the nucleus for a depart- 
ment 
of signatures of governors 
that is to be extended. 
Peter 
Cooper's autograph is one of the 
most 
interesting. 
The venerable 
philanthropist wrote a large, scrawling 
hand. 
Robert T. Lincoln's signature is 
that of the busy lawyer that he is. 
James G. Blaine's signature is too well 
known to attract much attention, but the 
eye is invariably fixed upon that of 
Schuyler Colfax. It is cut from a letter 
and is hurriedly, though plainly written. 
George Francis Train 
appends his 
clumsy signature to a piece of his phi- 
losophy, and Melville D. Langdon, af. 
ter a few remarks on the temperance 
question, ending; "If you get the best 
of whisky, whisky will get the best of 
you." signs his sobriquet of "Eli Per- 


I kins. " 
Total abstinence is well repre- 
sented by the signatures of John B. 
Gough and Francis. Mui'phy. 
Rev. T. 
DeWitt 
Talmage 
appears in queer, 
jerky 
letters, 
faithfully 
recalling 
the noted Brooklyn clergyman. The 
names of Henry Ward Beecher, Theo- 
dore Tilton and Bessie Turner are near 
enough together in the collection to at 
once surest the great scandal which so 
bestirred Plymouth church and aU 
Christendom. 


There are many hundreds of auto- 
graphs of stage celebrities, together 
with scores of other signatures of per- 
sons who occupied public attention for 
a time. 
Edwin Booth is handsomely 
inscribed on a dainty bit of note paper, 
embossed with the arms of the Drury 
Lane theater, London; Wilson Barrett, 
the English actor, appends a strong sig- 
nature to a line expressing his regards; 
Lily Langtry, the famous beauty, fur- 
nishes one of the most uncouth of signa- 
turés; Mary Anderson's name is notice- 
able for a wild and aimless scrawl thàt 
suggests an attempt at showiness; 
Emma Thursby and Maggie Mitchell 
write regular, even hands; Emma Ab- 
bott, a careless one; Fanny Davenport's 
is nearly illegible and W. J. Florence is 
even worse. A neat |»ains taking auto- 
graph, written on her home card at her 
castle in Wales, is that of Adelina Patti. 
Albani, Bhea and Mojeska write badly^ 
Jananschek's autograph can be made 
out with difficulty, while Minnie Pal- 
men's is as plain as print, ' and Heniy 
Itving's is scarcely legible. 
Among 
otiher interesting ones in the collection 
are those of Bistori, the beautiful and 
niihappy Adelaide Neilson, Joseph jef- 
fersoQ, Dion Boncieaiilt, Frank Mayo, 
F. S. OMifnaaii^rÉénriéttBOhanfiraii, 


oamëti^ and Robert Downing, the 
tragedian. 


Then Uiere are the autographs of 
many people who have gained mc>re or 
less permanent prominence in various 
ways. Such 
are the signatures of 
Charles Mitchell, who signs himself 
champion of England,, and Jake Kil- 
rain, who signs himself champion of 
America. 
Chflrles Guiteau, the assas- 
sin, furnishes one of the best written 
signatures in the book. 
With it ap- 
pears the autograph of Sergeant Mason, 
who tried to kill Guiteau, Attorney 
Crocker, and Dr. Bliss, President Gar- 
field's physician. 
Then there are the 
names of W. F. Cody, (Buffalo Bill), 
Colonel Bates, Mrs. Anna Swan Bates, 
Chang and William Cooper, giants, 
along with 
"Tom Thumb," "Major 
Atom," and other midgets. 
On a single 
page are the names of the Younger 
brothers, the noted Northfield bank 
robbers, obtained at the Stillwater peni- 
tentiary, and elsewhere in the books are 
the names of Jesse James, the outlaw, 
and Millie-Christine, "the two-headed 
nightingale."

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THE STRONG SWIMMER. 


817B9£CT OF DR. TAI.XAGE*8 8EBMON 
AT SEAXTI.E. W. T. 


ShaU Spread Forth Hia Hands 
the 
Vidst of Tlieiu, as He Tliat Swimmeth 
Spmadeth Forth HJs Hands to Sifim," 
the Words of His Text. 


The Key. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., 
of Brooklyn, preached at Seattle, W. T., 
Aug. 18. His text was Isaiah xxv, 11: 
"He shall spread forth his hands in the 
xaidst of them, as he that swimmeth 
rareadeth 
forth his hands to swim." 
The preacher said: 


At this season of the year multitudes 
of people wade into the ponds and lakes 
and rivers and seas. At first putting out 
cautiously from the shore, but haying 
learned the right stroke of arm and foot, 
they let the waters roll over them, and 
in wild glee dive or float or swim. So 
the text will be very suggestive: "He 
shall Spread forth bis hand in the midst 
of them, as he that swimmeth spreadeth 
forth his hands to swim." 


The fisherman seeks out unfrequented 
nooks. 
You stand all day on the bank 
of a river in the broiling sun, and fling 
out your line, and catch nothing, while 
the expert angler breaks through the 
jungle and goes by the shadow of the 
solitary rock, and in a place where no 
fisherman has been for ten years, throws 
out his line and comes home at night, 
his face shining and his basket full. I 
do not know why we ministers of the 
Gospel need always be fishing in the 
same stream, and preaching from, the 
same text that other people preach from. 
I cannot understand the policy of the 
minister who, in Blackiriars, London, 
England, every week for thirty years 
preached from the Epistle to the He- 
brews. It is an exhilaration to me when 
I come across a theme which Í feel no 
one else has ti;eated, and my text is one 
Of that kind. 
There are paths in God's 
Word that are well beaten by Christian 
feet. When men want to quote Scrip- 
ture, they quote the old passages that 
every one has heard. 
When they want 
a chapter read, they read a chapter that 
all the other people have been reading, 
so that the church to-day is ignorant of 
three-fourths of tke Bible. 
You go into 
the Louvre at Paris. You confine your- 
self to one corridor of that opulent gal- 
lery of paintings. As you come out your 
friend says to you, "Did you see that 
Bembrandt?" "No." "Did yoxT see that 
Kubens?" "No." "Did you see that 
Titian?" 
"No." "Did you see that 
Raphael?" 
"No." "Well," says your 
friend, "then you didn't see the Louvre." 
Now, my friends, I think we are too 
much apt to confine ourselves to one of 
the great corridors of this Scripture 
truth, and so much so that there is not 
one person out of a million who has 
ever noticed the all suggestive and 
powerful picture in the words of my 
text. 


This text represents God as a strong 
swimmer, striking out to push down in- 
iquity and save the souls of men. "He 
shall spread forth his hands in the 
midst of them, as he that 
swimeth 
spreadeth forth his hands to swim." 
The figure is bold and many sided. 
Most of you know how to swim. 
Some 
of you learned it in the city school, 
•where this art is taiight; some of you in 
boyhood, in the river near your father s 
house; some of you since you came to 
manhood or womanhood,while summer- 
ing on the beacn of the sea. You step 
down in the wave, you throw your head 
back, you bring your elbows to your 
chest, you put the palms of your hands 
downward and the soles of.your feet 
outward, and you push through the wa- 
ter as though you had been born aq\iatic. 
It is a grand thing to know how to swim, 
not only for yourself, but because you 
will after a while, perhaps, have to help 
others. I do not know anything more 
stirring or sublime than to see some man 
like Norman McKenzie leajîing from 
the ship Madras into the sea to save 
Charles Turner, who had dropped from 
the royal yard while trying to loosen 
the sail, bringing him back to the deck 
amid the huzzas of passengers and crew. 
If a man has not enthusiasm enough to 
cheer in such circumstances he deserves 
himself to drop into the sea and have 
no one to help him. The Royal Hu- 
mane Society of England was estab- 
lished in 1774, its object to applaud and 
reward those who should pluck up life 
from the deep. Any one who has per- 
formed such a deed of daring has all the 
particulars of that bravery recorded in 
» public record, and on his breast a 
a medal done in blue, and gold, and 
bronze; anchor, and monogram, and 
inscription, telling to future genera- 
tions the bravery of the man or woman 
who saved some one from 
drowning, 
But. my friends, if it is such a worthy 
thing to save a body from the deep, I 
ask you if it is not a worthier thing to 
save an immortal soul? And you shall 
see this hour the Son of God step forth 
for this achievement. 
"He shall spread 
forth his hand in the midst of them, as 
he that swimmeth spreadeth forth his 
hands to swim." 


In order to understand the full force 
of this figure, you need to realize, first 
of all, that our race is in a sinking con- 
dition. 
You sometimes hear people 
talking of what they consider the most 
beautiful words in our language. One 
man says it is "home," another man says 
it Is the word "mother," another says it is 
the word "Jesus," 
but I will tell you 
the bitterest word in all our language, 
the word most angry and baleful, the 
word 
saturated 
with 
the 
most 
trouble, the word that accounts for all 
the loathsomeness, and the pang, and 
the outrage, and the harrowing; and that 
•word is "sin." You spell it with three 
letters, and yet those three letters de- 
scribe the circumference and pierce the 
diameter of everything bad in the uni- 
verse. 
Sin! it is a sibilant word. You 
cánnot pronounce it without giving the 
siss of the flame or the hiss of the ser- 
{»ent. Sin! And then if you add three 
etters to that word it describes every 
one of us by nature—sinner. We have 
outraged the law of God, not occasion- 
ally, or now and then, but perpetually^ 
The Bible declares it. Hark! It thun- 
ders two claps: "The heart is deceitful 
above all things and desperately wicked," 
"The soul that sinneth, it shall die." 
What the Bible says our own conscience 
affirms. After Judge Morgan has sen- 
tenced Lady Jane Grey to death his con- 
science troubled him so much for the 
deed that he became insane, and all 
through his insanity he kept saying: 
"Take her away from me! Lady Jane 
Grey. Take her away! Lady Jane Grey." 
It was the voice of .his conscience. And 
no man ever does anything wrong, how- 
ever great or small, but his conscience 
brings that matter before him, and at 
every step of his misbehavior it says, 
"Wrong, wrong." Sin is a leprosy, sin 
is A paralysis, sin is a consumption, sin 
is pollution, sin is death. 
Give it a fair 
chance and it will swamp yon, body, 
mind, and soul forever, fn this world 
it only gives a faint intimation of its 
•imlence. 
Yon see a patient in thé first 
stages of typhoid fever. The cheek is 
somewhat flushed, the hands somewhat 
hot, preceded by a slight chill. 
"Why," 
yon say, "typhoid fever does not seem 
to be rnnch of a disease." Bat wáif un- 
til the patient has been six weeks nnder 
it» and all hfs energies have been wrong 
ont, and be,is too weak to lift bia little 
fiagevr snd his intellect is gone, then 
Î 
i»n s«e the fall havoc of ,tbe disease, 
fotr s i n i n this world is an ailment 
«bieb itf onl)ir in its vexy first stages; 
but let it'g«t nnder fall way and it is an 
• n «ozísaaiingtvpboid. 
Oh, ifwtoonld 
•M onr nnparaonsd sins as ^ Ood sees 
tbfliD onr teeth wonld chatter» and onr 
teses 
wonld knock together, 
and onr 
VMfpiratron wonld be cboksd, and onr 
wonld brisk. If yonr jJiudirsnn« 
they are besríns down « a 
rs fiiikiaff-HiifiiSMátlii 


away f»mi God, 
«•erything^tbatis 


bappinesi, 
sinking 
sinking sway from 
good and blessed. 


Then what do we want? A swimmer! 
A strong swimmerl A swift swimmer! 
And, blessed be God, in my text we have 
him announced. "He shall spread forth 


iirMsrs 


his hands in the midst Of them, as hes 
that swimmeth 
spreadeth 
forth his 
hands to swim." You have noticed that 
when a swiminer goes out to rescué any 
one he puts off his heavy apparel. He 
must not have any such impediment 
about him if he is going to do this great 
deed. And when Christ stepped forth 
to save us He shook off the sandals of 
Heaven, and His feet were free; and 
then He stepped down into the wave of 
our transgressions, and it came up over 
His wounded feet, and it came above 
the spear stab in His side—aye, it 
dashed to the lacerated temple, the high 
water mark of His anguish. 
Then, ris- 
ing above the flood, "He stretched forth 
His hands in the midst of them, as he 
that swimmeth 
spreadeth 
forth his 
hands to swim." 


If you have ever watched a swimmer, 
you notice that 
his whole body is 
brought into play. 
The arms are flexed, 
the hands drive the water back, the 
knees are active, the head is thrown 
back to escape strangulation, the whole 
body is in 
propulsion. And when 
Christ sprang into the deep to save us. 
He threw His entire nature into it—all 
His 
Godhead, His omniscience. His 
goodness, His love. His omnipotence— 
head, heart, eyes, hands, feet. We were 
far out on the sea and so deep down in 
the waves and so far out from the shore 
that nothing 
short of an entire God 
could save us. Christ leaped out for 
our rescue, saying: "Lo! I come to do 
thy will," rnd all the surges of human 
and Satanic hate beat against Him, and 
those who watched Him from the gates 
of Heaven feared he would go down 
under the wave, and instead of saving 
others would Himself perish; but put- 
ting His breast to the foam, and shaking 
the surf from His locks. He came on and 
on, until He is now within the reach of 
every one here. Eye omniscient, heart 
infinite, arm omnipotent. 
Mighty to 
save, even unto the uttermost. Oh, it 
was not half a God that trampled down 
bellowing Gennesaret. It was not a 
quarter of a God that mastered the 
demons of Gadara. It was not two- 
thirds of a God that lifted Lazarus into 
the arms of his over-joyed sisters. It 
was not a fragment of a God who offered 
pardon and peace to all 
No. This mighty swimmer 
grandeur. His glory, His might, His 
wisdom. His omnipotence 
and. His 
eternity into this one act. It took both 
hands of God to save us—both feet. 
How do I prove it? On the cross, were 
not both hands nailed? On the cross 
were not both feet nailed! His entire 
nature involved in our redemption! 


If you have lived much by the water, 
you notice also that if any one is going 
out to the rescue of the drowning he 
roust be independent, self-reliant, able 
to go alone. 
There may be a time when 
he must spring out to save one and he 
cannot get a lifeboat, and he goes out 
and has not strength enough to bear 
himself up, and bear another up, he will 
sink, and instead of 
dragging one 
corpse out of the torrent you will have 
two to drag out. 
AVhen Christ sprang 
out into the sea to deliver lis He had no 
life buoy. 
His father did not help Him. 
Alone in the wine i)ress. Alone in the 
pang. 
Alone in the darkness. 
Alone 
in the mountain. 
Alone in the sea. O, 
if He saves us He shall have all the 
credit, for "there was none to help." No 
oar. No wing. No ladder. 
When Na- 
thaniel Lyon fell in the battle charge in 
front of his troops, he had a whole 
army to cheer him. 
When Marshal Ney 
sprang into the contest and plunged in 
the spurs till the horse's flank spurted 
blood, all Franco applauded him. But 
Jesus alone! "Of the people there was 
none to help." "All forsook Him and 
fled." 
O, it was not a flotilla that sailed 
down and saved us. It was not a clus- 
ter oc gondolas that came overths wave. 
It was one person 
independent and 
alone, "spreading out His hands among 
us as a swimmer spreadeth forth his 
hands to swim." 


Behold them to-day, the spectacle of 
a drownincr soul and Christ the swim- 
mer. I believe it was in 1848, when 
there were s^x English soldiers of the 
Filth Fusiliers who were hanging to the 
bottom of a capsized boat—a boat that 
had been upset by a squall three miles 
from shore. It was iu the night, but 
one man swam migijtily for the beach, 
guarded by the dnrit mountains that 
lifted their tops through the night. He 
came to the beach. He found a shore 
man that consented to go with him and 
save the other men. and they j^ut out. It 
was some time before they could find 
the place where the men were, but after 
awhile they heard their cry: "Help! 
Help!" and they bore down to them, and 
they saved them, and brought them to 
shore. Oh, that this moment our cry 
might be lifted long, loud, and shrill 
till Christ the swimmer shall come and 
take us lest we drop a thousand fath- 
oms down. 


If you have been much by water, you 
know very well that when one is in peril 
help must come very quickly, or it will 
be of no use. One minute may decide 
everything. 
Immediate help the man 
wants or no help at all. ^ow, that is 
just the kind of a relief we want. The 
case is urgent,imminent, instantaneous. 
See that soul sinking. 
Son of God, lay 
hold of him. Be quick! be quick! Oh, 
I wish you all understood how urgent 
this Gospel is. There was a man in the 
navy at sea who had been severely 
whipped for bad behavior, and he was 
maddened by it, and he leaped into the 
sea, and no sooner had he leaped into 
the sea than, quick as lightning, an 
albatross 
swooped 
upon 
him. The 
drowning man, brought to his senses, 
seized hold of the albatross and held on. 
The fluttering of the bird kept him on 
the wave until relief could come. Would 
now the dove of God's convicting, con- 
verting and saving spirit might flash 
from the throne upon your soul, and 
that you, taking hold of its potent wing, 
might live and Jive forever. 


I want to persuade you to lay hold of 
this strong swimmer« "No,"you say, "it 
is always disastrous for a drowning man 
to lay hold of aswimmer." There is not 
a river or lake but has a calamity result- 
ant from the fact that when a strong 
smimmer went out to save a sinking 
man, the drowning man clutched him, 
threw his arms around him, pinioned 
his arm, and thev both went down to- 
gether.

8,000 
tons. 


Packing it along the highwavasoord- 
wood is packed, the gold wonl^ make a 
barricade four feet high, four feet thick, 
for a distance of 335 feet, and the silver, 
if similarly packed, would extend 4,248 
feet, or five-sixths of a mile. 


If 
packed in carts, one ton to each 
cart, the procession would be nearly 
thirty-three miles long, of which dis- 
tance the gold-bearing carts 
would 
cover two and a half miles and the 
silver a fraction over thirty and a 
quarter miles.

logical 
hall. Who can help 
griev- 
ing over a child wife, especially if 
she have children and a husband iv^ho is 
an inexperienced and possibly exacting 
boy-man? The ardor of his love soon 
cools; the visionary bliss of her poetical 
imagination vanishes l^e the summer 
mist; there is nothing left but disap- 
pointment and wonder that what prom- 
ised to be so beautiful and long a day 
should hare, clouded over almost before 
sunrise.—Hospital.

that inexplicable nature which would 
have tried the patience of many a Chris- 
tian husband considerably. 
But he 
busied himself about and lit a fire, and 
presently turned out a nice little dinner, 
and didn't lose his temper a bit because 
they would have none of it, but only 
gazed sorrowfully at the provisions that 
were to be wasted. Then he made them 
some tea, and then some coffee, and left 
nothing untried in the whole category 
of things to make them comfortable, 
patiently sitting there fanning them, or 
anon starting up to get them some 
water or any other thing they might 
want. 
When, the next morning, the 
ladies had been induced to look over 
the side of the ship, and had convinced 
themselves that the sea was as calm as 
it possibly could be, and that therefore 
they could not any longer be sick, then 
did they bestir themselves and do their 
proper work in attending to the house 
and doing the cooking. 
They took 
great pride in making the tent look 
clean and neat, and altogether they 
seemed a very happy couple. 


These pilgrims scramble on board 
with great agility and with no regard 
whatever for dignity or decency. A 
ladder, of course, is ahvays welcome, 
but if one is not handy they are quite 
capable of swarming up ropes or climb- 
ing up the sides. If the women are un- 
able to help themselves, they are handed 
up like any other babies. 
For an hour

of a pandemonium of yelling demons. 
Everv body seems to be fighting with 
every body else ; screams of distress, 
yells of furious anger, threats and pray- 
ers, curses and blessings, succeed each 
other in bewildering and ludicrous con- 
fusion. The gesticulation is startling. 
Arabs certainly excel Frenchmen in this 
accomplishment. The disturbance while 
it lasts is something awful, and is pro- 
duced by the search after and identifica- 
tion of baggage selection of sites for 
erecting tents or spreading carpets. 
Women are no less forward in this busi- 
ness than they are in any other, even 
among us. 
One fat old negress we took 
up at Tangier came on board, and took 
a fancy to a part of the deck which 
three grave long-bearded Moors had 
taken possession of the night before. 
Furiously she ordered them away, and 
as at first they seemed too much lost in 
astonishment to comply with her modest 
request, she proceeded to give them a 
practical demonstration of her meaning 
by preparing to pull up the carpets on 
which they were sitting. 
On this they 
started up, and not only let her take 
the best spot for herself and her hus- 
band, who stood by looking on in a half- 
frightened manner, but also served her 
submissively in bringing up her boxes 
and massing them around her, while 
she squatted on her haunches and 
treated them to her views of things in 
general.
